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Agreement for Operation by NJ TRANSIT RAIL OPERATIONS, INC. 
of Certain Rail Passenger Service on the Port Jervis and 
Pascack Valley Lines for METRO-NORTH COMMUTER RAILROAD

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2006 to be effective as of July lI, 2005 (except as otherwise 
herein expressly provided), is made between Nd TRANSIT RAIL 
OPERATIONS, INC. ("NITRO"), an instrumentality of the State 
of New Jersey, with offices at One Penn Plaza Fast, Newark, 
New Jersey 07105, and METRO-NORTH COMMUTER RAILROAD COMPANY 
("M-N" or wMetro-North"), a public benefit corporation of the 
State of New York with offices at 347 Madison Avenue, New 
York, New York 10017.

WLTNESSETH: 


WHEREAS, pursuant to an agreement between the Parties, 
effective July 1, 1985, as replaced by agreement between the 
Parties, effective July 1, 1996, NITRO has operated rail 
service for persons boarding stations in New York and New 
Jersey on the Port Jervis Line (from Suffern, east, via the 
Main Line/Bergen County Line in New Jersey) and Pascack 
Valley Line; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 2.02 of the agreement which 
became effective as of July 1, 1996 (the “Prior Agreement”), 
the Prior Agreement was terminated by NUTRO by letter dated 
March 14, 2005, for the purpose of negotiating a new 
agreement covering the said rail passenger service; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 2.03 of the Prior 
Agreement, NUTRO continued to provide rail passenger service 
and Metro-North continued to reimburse NJTRO for said rail 
passenger service pending the execution of a new agreement, 
subject to adjustment in the amount of such reimbursement to 
reflect the provisions of such new agreement; and 


WHEREAS, NOTRO and Metro-North have reached agreement on 
terms and conditions for provision of and compensation for 
the said services, as described herein, in replacement for 
the Prior Agreement, 


NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the foregoing 
recitals and mutual p romises contained herein, NITRO and 
Metro-North agree as follows effective as of July 1, 2005 
(except as otherwise herein expressly provided) : 


ARTICLE I 


DEFINITIONS 


1. M-N or Metro -North shall mean the Metro -Nerth 
Commuter Railroad Company, a publi c benefit corporation of 
the State of New York, and subsidiary of Metropolitan 
Transportation Authority ("MTA"). 


| 2. Port Jervis Line shall mean the rail line which 
extends from Port Jervis, New York, to Hoboken Terminal in 
New Jersey, via the NdT-owned Main Line/Bergen County Line 
from Suffern, New York, east to Hoboken Terminal. 


3, Pascack Valley Line shall mean the NdT-owned rail 
line which extends from Spring Valley, New York, to Hoboken 
Terminal in New Jersey. 


4. NJTRO shall mean New Jersey Tramit Rail Operations 
Incorporated, a subsidiary of the New Jersey Transit 
Corporation ("NIT"), 


Sin Parties shall mean MN and NUJTRO collectively. 


6. NIT Rail Properties shall mean the rail properties 
owned or leased by NUT. 


7a M-N Service Area shall me an the territory between 
Port Jervis and Hoboken on the Port Jervis Line and between 
Woodbine Yard, Spring Vailey, and Hoboken on the Pascack 
Valley Line, over which train service is provided to M -N 
passengers either on an exclusive basis or in common with 
NJTRO passengers, 


8. M-N Service shall mean the train service provided 
to M-N Passengers either on an exclusive basis or in common 
with NITRO Passengers, consisting of Common Trains, M -N 
Express Trains and NYS Express Trains as defined herein, 
along with the operations and maintenance required for the 
performance of such service. 


2. Common Trains shall mean those trains whose 
passengers originate or terminate at M-N and NITRO Stations 
and operate in both revenue and non -revenue service (1) 


between Port Jervis and Hoboken on the Port Jervis Line; and 
(ii) between Spring Valley and Hoboken on the Pascack Valley 
Line. 


10. M-N Express Trains shall mean those trains all of 
whose passengers are traveling only between M-N Stations, on 
the one hand and, on the other, Secaucus Junction Station or 
Hoboken Terminal, and shall include trains operated in non — 
revenue service. 


il. NY State or NYS Express Trains shall mean those 
trains all of whose passengers are traveling only between MN 
Stations and Suffern Station, on the one hand and, on the 
other, Secaucus or Hoboken Terminal and shall include trains 
operated in non-revenue service. 


12. M-N Stations shall mean all stations west of 
Suffern, New York, on the Port Jervis Line and all stations 
west of Montvale, New Jersey on the Pascack Valley Line. 


13. M-N Passengers shall mean passengers who either 
boarded at or intended to board at, oF who were destined to, 
4 M-N Station as determined by the passenger's ticket or 
otherwise. 


14, NdJTRO Stations shall mean Suffern and all stations 
east on the Main Line/Bergen County Line portion of the Port 
Jervis Line and Montvale and all stations east on the Pascack 
Valley Line. 


15. NUJTRO Point shall mean all stations located on 
NITRO's rail lines other than the Port Jervi §&, Main/Bergen 
and Pascack Valley Lines, and accessed from those lines via 
Secaucus Junction Station. 


16. NJUTRO Passengers shall mean all passengers 
transported or intending to be transported on NUTRO trains 
other than M-N Passengers as defined above. 


17. AM Peak Train shall mean a train scheduled to 
arrive Hoboken Terminal between the hours of 690 and 10:00. 


18. PM Peak Train shall mean a train scheduled to 
depart Hoboken Terminal between the hours of 16:00 and 20:00. 


19. Fiscal year or FY shal 1 mean the 12 -month period 
beginning July 1 of each year. 


ARTICLE II 


TERM, TERMINATION, AND DEFAULT 


2-01 July .1,. 1985 Agreement Terminated 


The Prior Agreement, including all amendments thereto, is 
terminated as of June 30, 2005. All obligations, i neluding 
the obligation under Article IX of the Prior Agreement co 
indemnify with respect to claims and the obligation to 
compensate NJTKO for its Revenue Loss as provided in Section 
6.05 of the Prior Agreement , which arose and were not 
satisfied during th term of the Prior Agreement, as amended, 
shall survive the termination thereof. The survival of 
obligations identified in the foregoing includes the 
obligations assumed pursuant to the provisions of the 
following agreements dated: July 26, 2001 , relating to the 
acquisition of Comet V coaches , and November 15, 2004, 
relating to the Pascack Valley Line siding project 


2.02 Renewable Term 
resi ante chara Sonos 


(a) The Initial Term of this Agreement shall begin July 
1, 2005 and end June 30, 2012. The Agreement shall be 
automatically renewed for successive Renewal Terms of one 
year unless and until one party shall, on or before of March 
15, 2012 or March 15 of any given year after the expiration 
of the Initial Term, serve the other party with a written 
notice of termination which may only be effective as of June 
30 of the year in which such notice is given. 


(b) In the event that either Orange or Rockland County 
withdraws from the Metropolitan Commuter Transportation 
District (as such district is defined in Section 1262 of the. 
New York State Public Authorities Law), either (1) Metro =| 
North's rights and obligations under this Agreement will be 
assigned to and assumed by a county(ies), political | 
subdivision or public benefit corporation of the State of New 
York, with NJTRO's consent which shall not be unreasonably 
withheld or (2) Metro-North will have the right to terminate 
this Agreement. In the event of (i) such termination and | 
(ii) an order by a court of competent jurisdiction requiring 
NOTRO to involuntarily continue oper ation of the passenger 
train service provided herein, NJTRO shall be permitted to 
retain the Metro ~-North locomotive and coach equipment 
provided hereunder for use in the Hoboken equipment pool and 
in Metro-North Service at no cost for the duration of the 
effectiveness of such order. 


2.03 Renegotiation. | 


Should either of the Parties elect to terminate this | 
Agreement pursuant to Section 2.02(a) at the end of the | 
Initial Term or any Renewal Term, and indicate to the other 
party that termination ig for the purpose of negotiating a 
new agreement, negotiation of such a new agreement shall. 
commence immediately unless such other party advises in 
writing the party giving such notice that it does not wish to 
negotiate a new agreement in which event NJTRO shall | 
discontinue the M-N Service ninety (90) days following its | 
receipt of notice that a party does not wish to negotiate a) 
new agreement. In such event or should the Parties commence 
negotiation of a new agreement, NJTRO shall continue to 
provide the M -N Service as then constituted and the 
provisions of this Agreement shall apply to such continued 
operations until a new Agreement is executed Or, if a party 
has served written notice that it does not wish to negotiate 
a new agreement, until the expiration of such n inety (90) 
day-period. Notwithstanding such continued operations, the 
provisions of a new agreement, should there be one, shall be 
retroactive to the termination date of this Agreement. In the 
event the Parties both wish to negotiate a new agreement but 
fail to execute a new agreement within ninety (90) days after 
expiration of the prior contract term under Section 2.02, 
this Agreement shall terminate upon expiration of such 99day 
period unless the Parties agree to continue negotiation of a 
new agreement. 


2.04 Legality of Service Termination 


Any of the following discontinuance, reduction of service, 
termination, or cancellation of Agreement notices hereunder 
from M-N pursuant to the provisions of this Agreement noted 
below shall not be effective until a ccompanied by a 
certificate that all legal requirements for such 
discontinuance, reduction termination or cancellation of M-N 
Service have been met. M -N, when so certifying, shall 
indemnify NITRO against any losses resulting from an error in 
that certification.

2.05 Discontinuance of Obligation 


Upon termination or cancellation of this Agreement, all 
rights and obligations of the parties hereunder shall 
terminate, including without limitation, MN'‘'s obligations to 
compensate NUJTRO pursuant to the provisions of this 
Agreement, except for those created by Sections 2.03, and 
except for rights and obligations whether liquidated, 
determined, contingent or otherwise, which shall have been 
accrued or incurred p. rior to such termination but remain 
unsatisfied as of the effective date of such termination. 


ARTICLE IIT 


ACCESS, MANAGEMENT AND OPERATION 


3.01 Access to Properties Not Owned or Leased by NJTRO 


Metro-North shall maintain in full force and effect during 
the term hereof its arrangements with Norfolk Sonthern 
Railway Company (“Norfolk Southern”) for NJTRO trains and 
equipment, employees, agents or contractors to operate over 
and have access to properties west of Suffern at M.P. 31.5 on 
the Port Jervis Line not owned or leased by NUJTRO which are 
necessary for the provision of MN Service. 


3.02 Access to NJTRO and NJT Rail Properties 


NUTRO shall grant access to its properties and cause access 
to be granted to NUT Rail Properties by M -N employee s, 
agents, or contractors, upon reasonable advanced notice to 
NITRO as such access may be necessary to enable M -N to 
perform its responsibilities under this Agreement; provided, 
that such entry does not unreasonably interfere with or 
endanger the passengers, employees, operations or property of 
NITRO. Such notice may be provided by Metro ~North via 
telephone due to the exigencies of the circumstances 
requiring such access, to be confirmed in writing or by 
electronic communication as soon as reasonably pract¢al. 


3.03 NUJTRO Control 


NITRO retains the right to establish the overall policies 
governing the management and operational control of the M -N 
Service Area, including but not limited to dispatching and 
control of all trains (subject to the agreement between the. 
Parties dated September 24, 2004, attached hereto as Exhibit 
0), except (i) as otherwise provided in this Agreement, and 
except (ii) for any management, maintenance and other | 
services performed by M -N or third parties on properties | 
required for M-N Service on the Port Jervis Line beyond the 
end of NITRO ownership at M.P. 31.5 on the Main Line/Bergen 
County Line or as may otherwise be required pursuant to 
arrangements made by Metro -North with Norfolk Southern 
governing the use of and operations o ver the Port Jervis 
Line. This right by NITRO to maintain operational control 
shall include, but not be limited to, the flexibility to 
adjust schedules and consists on a daily basis, regardless of 
other provisions of this Agreement, based on emergency or 
other unanticipated circumstances with which NJTRO management 
may be presented on any given day. 


3.04 NJTRO Operations 


(a) NJITRO shall provide the M-N Service in accordance 
with the operating schedules identified in Exhibit 1 hereto 
(which reflects the schedules in effect as of the date of 
execution of this Agreement), and as they may be amended from 


time to time pursuant to this Agreement or other agreement .of 
the Parties. 


(b) The Service Standards set forth in Exhibit 2 hereto 
shall be adhered to by NUTRO for all trains operated in M -N 
Service. M-N shall have access to all reports and other data 
prepared or compiled by NJTRO with respect to its compliance 
with those Service Standards and may also perform random 
inspections at Hoboken, Woodbine and Port Jervis to observe 
compliance. Delays reasonably attributable to track, signal 
system and other right-of-way problems in the territory West 
of Suffern shall be excluded from the on time performance 
calculations as per Exhibit 2, Items 1 through 4. 


(c) NITRO will cooperate with Metro-North in providing 
available data which may be required to enable MetreNorth to 
comply with any reporting or grant administration 
requirements it may have pursuant to grant agreements with 
agencies of the federal or state government or may otherwise 
be required by law. 


(ad) NJTRO shall perform "Ecleaning" of the Metro-North 
owned fleet of coaches on a 90 -day cycle at Hoboken, the 
Meadows Maintenance Complex or at such other facility as 
NITRO may utilize for the performance of such work. The cost 
of this work is included in the Base Cost set forth in 
Saction 7.01(a). This work shall be performed in accordance 
with NUTRO's standards applicable to its coaches as set 
forth in Exhibit 2. NOTRO shall furnish weekly record s of 
all E-cleaning performed on coaches used in M -N Service on 
the Port Jervis Line or Pascack Valley Line to Metro-North's 
Super intendent-West of Hudson. In the event that experience 
demonstrates that the work is not being performed adequately, 
in M-N's judgment, the parties will meet to develop remedial 
action. 


(e) NITRO shall perform overnight car cleaning at Port 
Jervis, which shall include the functions set forth in 
Exhibit 2. 


(f) The parties will conduct quarterly meetings to 
review operations, finances and other matters relating to the 
M-N Service. Each party will provide to the other its data 
regarding compliance with the Service Standards at said 
meetings. 


3.05 Service Changes--Port Jervis Line 


(a) The additional Port Jervis Line seruce shown on the 
schedule included in Exhibit 3 shall be operated by NUTRO at 
Metro-North’s request, within twelve months of such request, 
subject to minor schedule adjustments; provided, however, 
that with respect to the additional service shown on Exhibit 
3 as extensions of existing train service, should NJTRO 
subsequent to the date of execution of this Agreement make 
changes to its Main/Bergen Line service schedules, which 
changes do not permit the extensions of those existing trains 
in accordance with the schedule shown on Exhibit 3, NJTRO may 
make reasonable adjustments to the schedules for such 
extensions to the extent necessary to comport with such 
changes to its modified Main/Bergen Line service schedules 
Metro-North shall provide NJTRO with the ca b cars, coaches 
and locomotives required for such additional service. The © 
cost of this additional service shall be determined on an 
incremental basis in accordance with the provisions of 
Exhibit 4. 


(b) Upon Metro -North's request and subject to the 
agreement of the Parties, additional AM Peak, PM Peak and 
off-peak (weekday, weekend, and holiday)NYS or M -N Express 
Trains shall be operated by NJTRO. The costs of any such 
additional M-N Service trains shall be calculated on an 
incremental basis in accordan ce with the provisions of 
Exhibit 4. 


(c) Upon Metro -North's request, special one -day/pre- 
holiday trains shall be operated or timetable changes made to 
allow for such special. service, provided that sufficient M-N 
and/or NJTRO equipment is available. Thecosts or credits of 
any such trains shall be calculated on an incremental basis | 
in accordance with the provisions of Exhibit4. 


(dq) To the extent that M -N is obligated to furnish 
additional equipment to permit the M -N Service or schedule 
changes authorized pursuant to the provisions of this Section 
3.05 to be implemented, such equipment shall be compatible 
with the equipment then used in the Hoboken equipment pool 
for M-N Service. 


(e) NUJTRO and M-N are jointly responsible for service 
changes to Common T rains, except as otherwise provided in 
Section 3.09. 


3.06 Service Changes -Pascack Valley Line 


(a) The additional weekday offipeak and weekend service 
shown on Exhibit 5 (schedule adjustments may be required to 
allow for connections at Secaucus) wi 11 be implemented by 
NITRO at the earliest possible date following the making of 
certain infrastructure improvements by NITRO (identified in 
the agreement between the Parties dated November i5, 2004), 
but no later than September 30, 2007, provided, however that 
the operation of the train identified as number 1640 on such 
Exhibit shall be subject. to the agreement of the parties, it 
being understood that operation of that train will require 
additional equipment for overnight storage at Woodbine Yard. 


(b) U pon Metro -North's request, special one -day/pre- 
holiday trains shall be operated or timetable changes made to 
allow for such special service, provided that sufficient 
equipment and NUTRO crews are available. 


(c}) Except for those schedule changes shown on Exhibit 
5 and as otherwise provided in Section 3.09 , NUTRO and M-N 
are jointly responsible for any service changes to Common 
Trains. 


(d) If an entertainment complex facility is constructed 
at the Meadowlands, New Jersey, and NUTRO provides train 
service to such complex, it will provide train service from 
M-N Stations on the Pascack Valley Line in accordance with a 
schedule and an effective date to be agreed upon by the 
Parties. 


(e) Except as otherwise expressly provided in the 
preceding provisions o £ this Section 3.06, any service 
changes authorized by this section 3.06 shall be implemented 
upon at least ninety (90) days' notice by the party desiring 
the change. The costs or credits for any additional service 
or reduction in service authorized purswmnt to the provisions 
of this Section 3.06 shall be calculated in accordance with 
Exhibit 4. 


3.07 Train Stops at Ramsey/Route 17 Station 


{a) NJTRO is authorized at its discretion, to stop the 
following two trains at the Ramsey Route 17 Station in 
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addition to those trains. that stop at that station as of the 
April 25, 2006 timetable: Train 44 departing Suffern at 6:0 
AM and Train 54 departing Suffern at 8:2 0AM. No M-N or 
additional NYS Express Trains will be authorized to stop at 

the Ramsey Route 17 Station. 


(b) All passengers using the Ramsey Route 17 Station 
for travel between NJTRO Stations shall be deemed NJTRO 
Passengers for the purposes of this Agreement. fT he trains 
that NITRO is authorized to stop at the said station as 
hereinabove provided and which would otherwise be considered 
NYS Extress Trains, shall, upon NJTRO’s election to stop such 
trains, be considered Common Trains for the purposes of 
Article VII and Article IX hereof. 


3.08 Schedule Changes; Redesignation of Trains. 
The costs or credits associated with any schedule change 


which results in the redesignation of a train as a Common 
Train, M-N Express Train or NYS Express Train, as the case. 
may be, from its prior designation shall be calculated in 
accordance with Exhibit 4. 


3.09 Elimination of Trains 

Either party has the right, unilaterally, upon at least 
ninety (90) days’ notice to the other party, to eliminate a 
train which serves its stations. The credit for such service 
recuctions shall be calculated on an incremental basis in 
accordance with the provisions of Exhibit4. The other party 
may. however, elect to retain that train to serve only its 
stations at its sole cost. Subject to minor schedule 
adjustments, the arrival time at Hoboken Terminal shall be 
maintained for in-bound trains which a party elects to retain 
in its service and the departure time from Hoboken Terminal 
shall be maintained for out-bound trains which a party elects 
to retain in its service. The certification requirement of 
Section 2.04 shall apply to. Metro -North’s election to 
eliminate a train from its. service. 
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ARTICLE IV 


MAINTENANCE 


4.01 Obligations of the Parties 


The Parties, as provided for in this Agreement, shall arrange 
for the maintenance of the right -of-way facilities and 
equipment re quired for M -N Service. The level of such 
maintenance shali be in compliance with the provisions of 
this Agreement, applicable regulations of the Federal 
Railroad Administration, other entities with regulatory 
authority over the rail industry, as well as any applicable 
Federal, state and municipal laws. 


4.02 M-N Responsibilities 


(a) M-N or its designee shall be responsible for the 
performance of maintenance of the rightof-way and facilities 
west of Suffern beyond the end of NJTRO ownership at M.P. 
31.5 on the Port Jervis Line. 


(b) In the event that NJTRO believes that a major 
component or subsystem of a M-N locomotive or car requires 
replacement in order to allow that locomotive or car to 
remain in operable condition and such component or subsystem 

is not regularly maintained in NJTRO’s inventory of parts and 
equipment for such cars and locomotives (hereinafter re 
ferred to as an “Emergency Repair”), NUTRO shall so advise M 
N in writing and provide an estimate of the cost to procure 
the major component or subsystem for the Emergency Repair 
should NJTRO indicate its willingness to perform the work. 
NITRO shall not perform any of such work without the prior 
written approval of M-N, except that the prior approval of 
Metro-North shall not be required fo xr an Emergency Repair 
which will cost less than $50,000 . Examples of major 
components and subsystems not regularly carried in inventory 
and which may be required for Emergency Repairs are generally 
described on Exhibit 6 hereto. M -N shall reimburse NJTRO 
within 45 days following completion of such Emergency Repair 
of the cost it incurred to procure such major component or 
subsystem, as well as the cost of installation in 
circumstances where such costs are not included in Base Cost 
(as defined in Section FOL. 
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(c) The parties intend to maintain all equipment in a 
state of good repair. NJTRO may, based upon its assessment 
of the condition of a unit of equipment employed in Metro - 
North Service, recommend a Major Overhaul/Remanufacture (as 
hereinafter def ined) of such equipment. The question, 
however, of whether a unit of M -N equipment requires Major 
Overhaul/Remanufacture is to be determined solely by Metro - 
North applying the definition of Major O verhaul 
/Remanufacture, as follows: A scheduled reconditi oning, 
remanufacture or replacement of entire equipment systems or 
subsystems designed to extend the useful life of the 
equipment. 


(a) With respect to the Major Overhaul /Remanufacture of 
M-N equipment as herein provided, at M -N's option as from 
time to time exercised: 


(i) M-N may perform such functions, or 


(ii) M-N may provide for the performance of such 
funetions by a third party, or 


(iii) NITRO may perform such functions for compensation 
from M-N as provided in (b) above. 


(e) In the event that NUTRO determines that a unit of 
M-N equipment is unsafe or cannot be operated reliably, NJUTRO 
may temporarily remove such unit from service. If the 
conditions affecting safety or reliability cannot be 
remedied, NITRO shall remove such unit from service and, at 
M-N‘s. cost, deliver such unit to M-N at such location as M-N 
may reasonably specify in a written notice to NUJTRO, or store 
such unit on behalf of M-N until notified by M-N to deliver 
such unit of equipment to MN. 


(f) When M -N exercises its opti on under subsection 
(a) (i), (ii) and (iii) of this Section, the parties shall 
agree on a schedule for the removal of such equipment from 
the NITRO equipment pool to minimize the impact upon service 
of such removal. 


4.03 NJTRO Responsibilities 


NITRO shall be responsible for all equipment and facility 
maintenance (other than that identified in Sections 4.02 and 
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4.04) necessary to provide M -N Service. In the event that 
experience demonstrates that a particular function is not 
being performed adequately, the parties will meet to develop 
remedial action. 


4.04 Station Maintenance 


(a) All stations in New Jersey and the Suffern, NY 
station shall be maintained and operated by NJTRO. 


(b) Metro-North shall be responsible for the 
maintenance and operation of the Spring Valley, Pearl River 
and Nanuet stations, as well as all stations in the territory 
between Sloatsburg and Port Jervis, except that NJTRO shall 
operate the public address and visual information systems at 
New York State stations having such syst ems and shall 
maintain ticket vending machines located at such stations. 
Any rental or other income derived from the rental or 
licensing of activities at such stations shall be received 
and retained by Metro-North. 


ARTICLE V 


EQUIPMENT/TRAIN CONSISTS 


5.01 Basis for Consists 


Train consists shall be based on the NUJTRO loading standard 
of 92% maximum load. 


5.02 Provision of Equipment 


(a) The equipment provided by M -N as of the date of 
execution of this Agreement is set forth in Exhibit 7. The 
number of coaches and locomotives required to transport the 
respective passengers of the Parties shall be calculated in 
accordance with the provisions of Exhibit 8 based upon a 
loading standard of 92%. To the extent Metro -North owned 
equipment available for Metro-North Service daily exceed the 
required (as calculated in accordance with Exhibit 8) number 
of coaches and locomotives needed to transport M -N 
Passengers, such excess equipment shall be made available to 
NITRO first for the provision of coaches o r locomotives for 
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Port Jervis Line service and second for Pascack Valley Line 
service. Should any Metro-North equipment be so used, Metro- 
North shall be credited with the sum of $3,750 per coach per 
month and $ 14,852 per locomotive per month (in FY 2006 
dollars, adjusted as provided in Article VII) for so long as 
such equipment is s0 employed by NJTRO. To the extent such 
Metro-North equipment is less than the number required for 
Metro-North Service, Metro -North shall be charged in the 
amount of $3,750 per coach per month and $ 14,852 per 
locomotive per month (FY 2006 dollars subject to adjustment) 
for NOTRO equipment provided by NJTRO to meet such shortfall 
until the deficiency has been remedied, Fleet availability 
and fleet requirements (calculated in accadance with Exhibit 
§) shall be reviewed semi -annually by the Parties for the 
foregoing purposes, 


(b} Comet V. and other coaches provided by Metro -North 
sn accordance with this Agreement shall be dedicated on a 
scheduled basis, in the following order of priority, to (i) 
the Port Jervis Line service, (ii) Pascack Valley Line NYS 
Express Trains, and (i11)other Pascack Valley Line trains. | 
NITRO may substitute other equipment on a dayto-day basis as 
necessary for the performance of maintenance and repair work. 
The cycles for the dedicated equipment for the Port Jervis 
Line and Pascack Valley Line service are set forth in Exhibit 
9, No change may be made to the equipment cycles identified 
on Exhibit 9 without either NJTRO’s or Metro-North's 
approval. NJTRO shall make its best efforts to substitute 
other suitable equipment in the event that a unit or units of 
the dedicated equipment is not available for service because 
of maintenance or inspection requirements. 


{c) Notwithstanding any other provision of t his 
Agreement, rolling stock owned by either party may be used in 
off-peak services so léng as the equipment is. available at 
the proper location for peakperiod operations. 


(a) In the event that the M -N Service is terminated 
under this Agreement, NJTRO s hall as promptly as possible, | 
deliver all M-N equipment to M-N at such location(s) as M-N 
may specify and at MN's sole cost and expense. However, the 
obligation to deliver such M -N equipment pursuant to this 
subsection is subject to the provisions of Sec tion 2.02 (b) 
to allow NUJTRO to continue to operate M-N Service during the 
effectiveness of a court order. 


ARTICLE Vi 


PASSENGER FARES AND REVENUES 


6.01 M-N Fares 


fa) M-N shall have exclusive and autonomous control of 
fares charged for travel between M-N Stations and between MN 
Stations and (i) stations on the Main and Bergen Lines from 
Suffern to Hoboken Terminal and Secaucus Junction Station, 
and (ii) stations on the Pascack Valley Line from Montvale 
Station to Hoboken Terminal and Secaucus Junction Station 
(“Metro-North Fares”). M -N shall have sole responsibility 
for implementing its fare structure including, but not 
limited to, securing the necessary regulatory approvals and 
filing of applicable tariffs, and provisions of all 
information required by NJTRO to perform the ticket sales 
activity. M-N shall use its best efforts to notify NJTRO at 
least 90 days in advance of the effective date of a proposed 
fare increase. Following NUTRO's receipt of notice from M-N 
to proceed with a new fare structure, NJTRO shall perform the 
necessary tariff preparation and make such other changes to 
its ticketing processes as may be necessary, with M -N to 
reimburse NUTRO for its actual costs for such work. NITRO 
agrees to sell tickets and collect fares for tz avel to or 
from M-N Stations. M-N Fares in effect as of the date of 
this Agreement are set forth in Exhibit10. 


(b) (i) Metro-North may offer monthly commutation tickets 
and collect fares for travel to or from Metro-North Stations 
through its “Mail & Ride” program. The Mail & Ride program 
will offer for sale to customers who wish to utilize M -N 
Service, as well as NOTRO service via Secaucus Junction 
Station to NUTRO Points, a joint monthly rail commutation 
ticket and an unlimited monthly MetroCard ticket for travel 
on the subway and bus routes operated by New York City 
Transit Authority, its subsidiaries or affiliates. 
Purchasers of such joint rail/NYCTA ticket are given, as of 
the date of this Agreement, a discount on the price of the 
rail component of the joint ticket and Metro -North may, in 
its discretion, continue to provide such discount at whatever 
level it deems desirable. 


(ii) The sale of monthly commutation tickets through 
Metro-North’s Mail & Ride program for travel between Metro - 
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North stations and. Penn Station, New York, or other NJTRO 
Point, via the Secaucus Junction Station shall consist of two 
components (1) a Metro-North rail commutation ticket, and (2) 
an NUJTRO rail commutation ticket for travel from Secaucus 
Junction Station to Penn Sta tion, New York, or other NJUTRO 
Point. NUTRO shall supply such monthly ticket for travel to 
Penn Station, New York, or other NUTRO Point, printed with 
the word “MNR Railroad” in lieu of the ticket price. 


(iii) Revenues received by Metro -North on account of 
the sale of tickets through its Mail& Ride program, as 
provided above, shall be allocated between the parties as 
follows: 


(1) The commuter rail fare component of 
tickets for travel between MN Stations and Hoboken 
Terminal, as the same may be disco unted by Metro- 
North, shall be retained by Metro -North and shall 
not be included in the calculation of the 
compensation due NJTRO as provided in Article VII. 


(2) NUJTRO shall be credited with its portion 
of the revenue attributable to the sale of tickets 
for travel between M -N stations and NUTRO Points 
via the Secaticus Junction Station, as calculated in 
accordance with the provisions of Section 6.03(c). 


(3) Metro-North shall retain that portion of 
the revenue attributable to the sale of tickets for 
travel between M-N Stations and NJTRO Points via 
the Secaucus Junction station remaining after 
deducting NJTRO’s portion of such revenue, as 
calculated in accordance with section 6.03(c). 


(iv) The Parties agree that Metro -North may continue 
the use of the format of the joint rail/NYCTA ticket offered 
through its Mail & Ride program as of the date of this 
Agreement and NJTRO shail instruct its train crews to accept 
such joint ticket for travel to and from the M -N Stations. 
indicated on said tickets. Any change in the format of such 
joint ticket shall be subject to NJTRO’s approval. 


iy) NITRO’s tariff rules and regulations will govern 
the use of the joint rail/NYCTA ticket, which rules and 
regulations shall limit the use of such tickets to the Port 
Jervis Line (via the Main Line/Bergen County Line) and the 


Pascack Valley Line (travel to NJTRO Points reached via the 


Secaucus Junction Station shall be made by tickets issued by 
NJTRO as provided above). 


(vi) Metro -North shall be responsible for processing 
refunds or related customer requests from the purchasers of 
tickets through its Mail & Ride program in accordance with 
Metro-North procedures, except that the amount of any partial 
refund of such tickets shall be calculated in accordance with 
NUTRO’s refund policy, as from time to time may be in effect. 


(vii) The Parties acknowledge that future changes in 
fares or fare zones, taken together with discounts offered by 
Metro-North on the sale of tickets through its Mail & Ride 
program, may cause customers w ho would otherwise purchase 
tickets for travel to and from. NJTRO Stations to purchase 
discounted tickets for travel to or from Metro -~North 
Stations. The Parties shall meet to discuss appropriate 
modification of the prcevisions of this Agreement relating to 
the sale of tickets by Metro -North through its Mail & Ride 
program should NITRO have reason to believe such shifting in 
ticket purchases is occurring and may undertake passenger 
counts at selected stations to quantify the extent of such 
shift. Nothing co ntained herein shall be deemed to modify 
the provisions of Section 6.05 regarding so -called fare - 
holddown payments. 


(viii) Metro-North may determine to offer tickets for 
travel to and from Metro-North Stations of various types and 
at a discount through i ts Web Ticket program . Appropriate 
modification to the provisions of the Agreement shall be made 
respecting such Web Ticket sales based upon the principles 
enumerated above with respect to the sale of tickets through 
Metro-North’s Mail & Ride program. 


6.02 NITRO Fares 


NITRO shall have exclusive and autonomous control of fares _ 
charged for transportation between all NJTRO Stations ("NJTRO 
Fares"), as well as for transportation between Secaucus 
Junction Station and NUTRO Points (including Penn Station, 
New York) reached via Secaucus Junction Station.

(b) Fare Increases Upon the implementation of any fare 
increase by M-N, M-N's Monthly Service Payment as set forth 
in Section 7.02 shall be reduced by the estimated MN revenue 
yield for the M -N fare increase. M -N shall provide NJTRO 
with the estimate of the net revenue yield for the M -N fare 
increase. 


{c) Interline Fares. (i)The joint fare for interline 
travel between a Metro -North Station to a NJTRO Point 
(including Penn Station, New York) shall be the sum of the 
following: 


(1) The fare charged for travel: between a Metro “ 
North Station and Secaucus Junction Station 
(which shall be the same as the fare to Hoboken 
Terminal), as such fare may from time to time be 
established by Metro -North as provided in 
Section 6.01; and 

(2) The fare charged for the portion of the travel 
between Secaucus Junction Station and Penn 
Station, New York, or other NJTRO Point reached 
via Secaucus Junction Station which shall be 
established from time to time by NJTRO as 
provided in Section 6.02, and shall be 
calculated for purposes of crediting revenue 
from such interline fare to NUJTRO as follows: 


(x)Port Jervis Line - the difference between the 
unconstrained NUTRO fare from the fare zone which 
includes Suffern to such NUTRO Point, and the 
unconstrained fare from such fare zone to Hoboken 
Terminal; and 


(y)Pascack Valley Line -~ the difference between the 
unconstrained NITRO fare from the fare zone which 
includes Montvale to such NUJTRO Point and the 
unconstrained fare from such zone to Hoboken 
Terminal . 


(ii) The amount remaining after crediting revenues from 


such interline fares to NJTRO shall be credited as revenue to 
Metro-North. 
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(iii) For purposes o f the foregoing calculation of 
revenues to be credited to the Parties, the “unconstrained” 
fare shall be the fare which would otherwise have been 
established by NUJTRO absent its election as provided in 
Section 6.04 not to increase fares in the event Metro -North 
Fares are not increased to a level consistent with a NUTRC 
proposed fare increase. 


6.04 Extension of Future Fare Increases to MN Stations 


(a) NUTRO shall make reasonable effort to provide 
Metro-North with at least 120 days notice prior to the 
effective date of a proposed increase in NUTRO Fares, as 
defined by Section 6.02 herein. In such event M -N may, at 
its option, take the necessary steps required by New York 
State and federal law to permit a M -N fare increase to be 
implemented at MN Stations on the same effective date as the 
NITRO fare increase so that NITRO fares will not be greater 
than any M-N fare within the MN Service Area. 


(b) In the event that M -N fares are not increased to 
the level and at the time as stipulated in (a) above, the n 
NITRO, at its option, when implementing a fare increase, may 
elect to limit or not to implement its fare increase at any 
NITRO stations, so that no NUTRO fares are greater than M -N 
fares charged at Sloatsburg on the Port Jervis Line or Pearl 
River on the Pascack Valley Line. 


6.05 Determination of NJTRO Revenue Loss 


To the extent that NUJTRO elects to limit or not implement its 
fare increase as described in Section 6.04, a payment by M-N 
to NUTRO shall be made to account for the Gross or Net NJTRO 
Revenue Loss (as the case may be) attributable to that 
election, computed as follows: 


(a) A determination shall be made of which NJTRO 
tariffs (as specified by originating station and 
ticket types) have been or are affected by the 
failure of M-N to match NUTRO fare increases in the 
manner described in Section 6.04(b). A tariff is 
affected so Long as, because of the M -N fares, 
NITRO does not increase its corresponding tariff on 


(e) 


the same service line to the same destination point 
in the manner described in Section 6.04(b). 


For each such ticket type (excluding cash fares) at 
each NITRO station where NJTRO has not or does not 
implement the full fare increase, the number of 
tickets sold under an affected tariff shall be 
multiplied by the difference between t he actual 
fare and the fare that. would have been charged if 
the full fare increase had been implemented. 


The sum of the above calculations for each such 
ticket type and each station shall be the Gross 
NJTRO Revenue Loss. 


In addition to the above, the Parties agree that 
the Gross NJTRO Revenue Loss shall include such 
loss related to cash fare sales which shall be 
deemed to be the product obtained by multiplying 
(x) the percentage derived by dividing NJTRO total 
cash fare sales for all travel on the Port Jervis 
Line (computed as provided in Section 6.03(a)2) by 
the total ticket revenue for such travel, by (y) 
the gross amount of NJTRO's revemue loss computed 
in subsection (c}) above. 


To reflect the ridership loss that would have 
otherwise resulted from implementation by NJTRO of 
fare increases which are limited or not implemented 
due to the circumstances described in Section 
6.04(b), to the extent the Gross NITRO Revenue Loss 
would exceed the sum of $50,000 per month, it shall 
be reduced by an amount equal to 10 percent of the 
Gross NJTRO Revenue Loss which would otherwise be 
due but for this reduction (such reduced amount 
being hereinafter referred to as the “Net NJTRO 
Revenue Loss”). 


The payment being made by Metro -North to NUTRO as 
of January 1, 2006 on account of the provision of 
the Prior Agreement comparable to the provisions of 
the Section 6.05 shall continue to be made until 
such time as the circumstances giving rise to such 
payment, as herein provided, are no longer in 
effect. 
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(g) At such time as Metro -North implements a fare 
increase at the same time it is making payment to 
NITRO pursuant to the provisions of this Section 
6.05, the Gross or Net NJTRO Revenue Loss shall be 
recalculated in accordance with the principles 
enumerated above based upon the differences between 
(x) the new fares that NUTRO would be able to 
charge without exceeding the new fare being charged 
at the Metro-North Stations and (y) the fares that 
would have been charged if the full NITRO fare 
increase had been implemented at the time of 
NITRO’s most recent fare increase. 


Article Vil 


Compensation 


7.01 General 


M-N shall pay to NUTRO in installments as provided in Section 
7.02 as follows: 


(a) For operation and maintenance of the M -N Service 
set forth in Exhibit 1 and related functions as enumerated in 
this Agreement, beginning July 1, 5005 and in each fiscal 
year during the term hereof, $ 21,342,199 (herein "Base 
Cost”), subject to adjustment as herein provided, less Metro 
North passenger revenues realized during each such year 
(should this Agreement be terminated prior to the end of a 
fiscal year, such amounts shall be prorated). Base Cost is 
comprised of the elements of NITRO operating costs and 
expenses for its fiscal year ending June 30, 2004 allocated 
to the M-N Service, as those costs and expenses have been 
adjusted utilizing the methodology hereinafter described 
through the period ending June 30, 2005. For informational 
purposes, the elements of Base Cost and the formula for 
allocation are described on Exhibit 11. The elements of Base 
Cost will be adjusted during the term hereof following the 
end of each calendar quarterly period (1.e., July-September, 
October-December and January -March, April-June), the first 
such adjustment to be made following the close of the July- 
September, 2005 quarter. Such adjustment shall be based upon 
the change, expressed as a percentage, in the components of 
the AAR Index for wages, Wage Supplements, Materials and 
Supplies, Fuel and All Other Operating Expenses for each such 
quarterly period applied to the corresponding component of 
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the operating expenses of NUJTRO, as adjusted through the 
close of the immediately preceding quarterly period. Set 
Forth on Exhibit 11 is an illustration of the manner by which 
Base Cost shall be adjusted. 


(b) For the incremental costs of additional MN Service 
requested by Metro-North and implemented by NJTRO pursuant to 
the provisions of this Agreement, the amounts calculated in 
accordance with Exhibit 5, adjusted to reflect changes in the 
components of the AAR Index, as provided in subsection (a) 
above, less credits for any service reductions requested by 
M-N calculated in accordance with Exhibit 6. 


(c) For the incremental costs or credits resulting from 
service changes authorized pursuan t to Section 3.09 or 
service changes to Common Trains agreed to by the parties, 
the amounts calculated in accordance with Exhibit 5, adjusted 
to reflect changes in the components of the AAR Index, as 
provided in subsection (a) above. 


(a) The Gross or Ne t NITRO Revenue Loss, as the case 
may be, if any, computed in accordance with Article VI. 


(e) Any credits or charges for coaches or locomotives 
made available for M -N Service by one Party to the other 
Party, as provided in Section 5.02(a). 


(£) The costs incurred by NUTRO from time to time to the 
third-party contractor retained by NJTRO for fingertip, 
remedial and preventive maintenance, as well as revenue 
servicing and component repair, for ticket vending machines 
located at Metro-North Stations (as of the date of execution 
of this Agreement, $709 per month, per machine). 


7.02 Payment/ Revenue Credit 


(a) Por the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2005 and for 
each succeeding fiscal year during the term of this 
Agreement, a Monthly Service Payment of $956,298 (subject to 
adjustment as herein provided) shall be made by M -N, which 
sum is net of one -twelfth of the estimate of $9,866,622 of 
M-N passenger revenues for fiscal year 20052006 and shall be 
reduced by M-N passenger revenues for each subsequent fiscal 
year (see Exhibit 11). Said Monthly Service Payment shall be 
adjusted as of the effective date of this Agreement Lo 
reflect the amount of the NJTRO Revenue Loss payable pursuant 
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to the provisions of Section 6.05 of the Prior Agreement and 
to reflect the credit available to Metro-North for the loan 
of equipment pursuant to the provisions of Section 5.02(a) of 
this Agreement Following the end of each calendar quarter 
during the term hereof and as soon thereafter as the AAR 
Index for such quarter is pub lished, NUJTRO shall submit an 
adjustment to M-N of the Monthly Service Payment to be made 
during the next succeeding calendar quarter, to reflect (1) 
as applied to the Base Cost component of the Monthly Service 
Payment, the percentage change in the element s of the AAR 
Index described in Section 7.01(a), as compared to the 
corresponding elements of the AAR Index for the immediately 
preceeding calendar quarterly period (see Exhibit 11 for the 
adjustment methodology), (11) the differential between the 
actual M-N passenger revenues realized in the preceding 
calendar quarter, as compared to the estimate used in 
calculating the Monthly Service Payment for that quarter (as 
the same may have previously been adjusted), (iii) any Gross 
or Net NUOTRO Revenue Loss, as t he case may be, expected to 
accrue in such succeeding calendar quarter; (iv) .the 
quarterly amount of the cost of any additional Metro -North 
Service previously implemented by NJTRO and the quarterly 
amount of the costs resulting from service changes made 
pursuant to Section 3.09 or service changes to Common Trains 
{co the extent not fully included in the preceding calendar 
quarter)or to be implemented by NJTRO or changed in such 
succeeding quarter (prorated if such service will not be in 
effect for a full calendar quarter); (vy) increases in third- 
party costs of ticket vending machine maintenance; (vi) net 
on a quarterly basis of (x) any credit for service reductions 
or service changes; (y) decreases in third -party costs of 
ticket vending machine maintenance j; and ( z) credits or 
charges for coaches or locomotives made available for M ~N 
Service by one Party to the other Party pursuant to the 
provisions of Section 5.02{a) to the extent not included in 
the preceding calendar quarter. 


(b) On or before September 1, 2006 and September 1 of 
each succeeding year, NJTRO shall submit to M -Na 
reconciliation showing (1) Base Cost as quarterly adjusted 
during the fiscal year ending the previous June 30, to 
reflect change in the AAR Index as provided in (a) above, 
plus the (ii) Gross or Net NITRO Revenue Loss (as the case 
may be) accruing during the fiscal year ended the previous 
June 36, (iid) plus the incremental cost of any increase or 
change in service computed as herein provided, made during 
such fiscal year, (iv) plus third-party costs for maintenance 
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of ticket vending machines at Metro-North Stations, less (v) 
actual Metro-North passenger revenues realized in such fiscal 
year and less (vi) credit for any service reductionor change 
in service computed as herein provide d, made during such 
fiscal year. In the event that the Base Cost, together with 
additions to Base Cost, less Metro-North passenger revenues, 
together with service reduction or other service change 
credits, as such amounts are so computed exceeds the totalof 
the Monthly Service Payments made by Metro -North in such 
fiscal year, NUJTRO shall render an invoice to M -N for such 
difference together with the supporting statement. In the 
event that the total of said Monthly Service Payments 
exceeded the amount due NJTRO as so computed, NJTRO shall 
transmit its check in the amount of the difference with the 
reconciliation statement. 


(c) M-N's Annual Capital Contribution specified in 
Section 8.01 hereof shall be paid within 60 days of execution 
of this Agreement an don July 1 of each year thereafter 
during the term of this Agreement. 


7.03 Changes in Federal Law or Regulations 


All costs and savings attributable to compliance with federal 
and state laws and reguiations in effect as of July 1, 2004 
are included in the Base Cost. Any additional operating 
costs incurred or savings realized because of changes in 
Federal Law or regulations affecting the M-N Service will be 
added to or subtracted from the Base Cost set forth in 
Section 7.01(a) hereof in direct proportion to the impact on 
the M -N Service following the same methodology used to 
develop the said Base Cost. NJTRO shall have the burden of 
demonstrating the existence and extent of any impact of such 
changes in federal law or regulations which it believes 
increases operating costs; MN will. not unreasonably withhold 
its concurrence. Similarly, M-N shall have the same burden 
with respect to savings resulting from such changes and NJTRO 
will not unreasonably withhold its concurrence. 


7.04 Excluded Costs 


The parties agree that Base Cost shall not include any 
operating costs for Northeast Corridor trains or New York 
Penn Station and related facilities, including Sunnyside 
Yard. 
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7.05 Service Accounting and Inspection of Records 


(a) MTA and M -N shall have the r ight to inspect, 
examine, audit and reproduce all financial books, records, 
accounts and supporting work papers of NJTRO which relate to 
the M-N Service. NUTRO shall retain all such books, records, 
accounts and supporting workpapers as may be required by the 
Federal Transit Administration, the Federal Railroad 
Administration and/or the Surface Transportation Board. If 
MTA or M-N intends to conduct any inspection, examination or 
audit of the books, records, accounts and supporting work 
papers of NUTRO, it sha_l provide reasonable notice. 


(b) NUTRO shall furnish financial and accounting data 
separately in support of revenues and costs billed to M -N, 
but shall not be required to segreqate source documents or 
data processing records. 


fc) NITRO shall use its best efforts to provide to M-N 
such information as may reasonably be required by MN to meet 
operational or financial reporting or audit obligations under 
any federal grant agreement relating to or under any subsidy 
program providing funds for MN Service. 


(d) Except te the extent required by New York statute 
and common law, and except to the extent necessary for 


resolution of disputes between M -N and NITRO, or in 
negotiations with a governmental entity (provided NJTRO is 
given due notice), M -N Shall he. jd)an confidence .any 


information or records obtained from NJTRO and shall use same 
only for its internal purposes. 


Article VIII 


Capital Contributions 


8.01 Annual Contribution 


Metro-North will pay NUTRO %90,000 each year during the term 
of this Agreement for capital projects on the Port Jervis 
Line, the Pascack Valley Line and the Hoboken Texrminal 
Complex that will contribute to the attainment and 
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maintenance of those facilities in a state of good repair or 
provide for their replacement when necessary to maintain 
facilities in sound, operating condition. 


8.02 Secaucus Junction Station and Complementary Capacity 
Improvements 


(a) In recognition of the capital contributions 
previously made by Metro-North and which may be made pursuant 
to t his Agreement on account of the construction and 
improvement of the Secaucus Junction Station, related right- 
of-way modifications and capacity improvements, NJT agrees 
that M-N shall have service rights to use the Secaucus 
Junction Station the Main and Ber gen County Lines, the 
Pascack Valley Line and the Hoboken Terminal Complex for the 
duration of the useful life of the Secaucus Junction Station. 
Such use shall be subject to the physical constraints and 
capacity of those facilities, as well as reimbursemat by M-N 
of NUJTRO's costs in maintaining those lines and facilities in 
operating condition at rates consistent with the compensation 
principles established under this Agreement. The parties 
understand that M-N shall have no interest or involvement in 
possible future real estate development at the site of the 
Secaucus Junction Station. 


(b) M-N shall have no responsibility for funding the 
cost of any capital improvements for the Northeast Corridor 
infrastructure and rolling stock, including New York Pen n 
Station and related facilities. 


8.03 Additional Capacity Projects 


(a) The parties will formulate a five year plan, 
updated annually, for the capital improvements described in 
subsection (b) of this section, based on the following 
process: 


'The initial plan covering the period through June 30, 
2011 will be completed by June 30, 2006. 


IThe plan will be updated annually, effective each July

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(b) This plan shall include those projects deemed 
necessary by the parties to provide adequate track cap acity 
to accommodate the service planned by M-N and NUTRO for the 
above-referenced lines as well as capital overhauls of 
locomotives and coaches for those service plans. Consensus 
must be reached on the plan, which is not to be unreasonably 
withheld by either party. Neither M-N nor NJTRO by agreeing 
to undertake this planning process commit to funding any 
specific projects. 


Article Ix 


Liability and Insurance 


9.01 General 


Financial responsibility for liability for personal injury or 
property damage and for risk of loss of equipment which may 
result from activities conducted hereunder (Liability Costs) 
shall be assigned to the Parties in accordance with the 
provision of this Article. Except as expressly provided 
herein, liability costs incurred unde fr the circumstances 
described in this Article are not included in the costs on 
account of which the payments referred to in Article VII are 
made. Liability Costs include, but shall not pe limited to, 
investigative fees, legal costs, actual claim settlemen E 
costs and property damage expenses, and derailment related 
expenses. The liability and indemnification provisions of 
this Agreement are applicable only to the operations and 
services provided hereunder by NJTRO for Metro-North and are 
net applicable to operations apart from such M -N services, 
such as special excursion trains, which may be conducted by 
NITRO in the M -N Service Area from time to time for the 
benefit of others. 


In no case will either party seek to recover loss of revenues 
From the other die to incidents covered in this Article. The 
following provisions in this Article regarding liabilities, 
insurance and risk of loss shall apply regardless and 
irrespective of the negligence or fault of the Parties, their 
agents, employees and contractors 
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9.02 Employee Liability 


(a) M-N Employees M-N shall defend, indemnify and save 
harmless NUTRO from Liability Costs for injury to or death of 
any M-N employee or for loss of, damage to, or destruction of 
the property of any such M -N employee. "M -N employee" 
includes a person who, while on duty, is an employee of any 
agent or contractor of M -N (other than NUTRO) engaged in 
performing services on behalf of M-N with respect to the M-N 
Service. M-N employees who are also NJTRO revenue passengers 
at the time of the incident giving rise to Liability Costs 
shall be treated as NJTRO revenue passengers and not M ~N 
employees, for purposes of this Section. M -N employees who 
are traveling on free passage privileges granted by NJTRO 
shall be M-N employees for the purpose of this section. 


(ob) NITRO Employees 


(i) With respect to personal injury or death to any 
NITRO employee, or for loss of, damage to, or 
destruction of their property arising out of the 
revenue and non -revenue operation of (aa) M -N 
Service west of Suffern Station and (bb) MN or NYS 
Express Trains, M-N shall defend, indemnify, and 
save harmless NUTRO from Liability Costs which 
would not have occurred were it not for the 
existence of such service. Upon Metro -North's 
request, on a case-by-case basis, NITRO will handle 
the investigation and defense of a ciaim/suit 
covered by this subsection (i). M -N shall 
reimburse NITRO for the costs of such work as well 
as the cost of any settlement or judgment. 


(ii) M-N's share of Liability Costs for NJT RO employee 
claims arising out of the operation of all Common 
Trains on the Main Line/Bergen County Line between 
Suffern Station and Hoboken and on the Pascack 
Valley Line is included in the Base Cost identified 
in Section 7.01 and NOTRO shall defend, inde mnify 
and save harmless M -N from Liability Costs on 
account of such claims. NYS Express Trains 
stopping at the Ramsey Route 17 station as provided 
in Section 3.07 shall be deemed Common Trains for 
the purposes of this subsection (b) (i). 
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With respect to Liability Costs for claims of NJTRO 
employees (whose time is chargeable to management 


centers set forth in Exhibit 7) for Liability Costs 
which did not arise directly out of the operation 
of train service, M-N's share is included in the 
Base Cost identified in Section 7.01. 


9.03 Passenger Liability 


(a} M-N Passengers M -N shall defend, indemnify and

save harmless NUTRO and NUT from Liability Costs for injury 
or death of any revenue or non-revenue M-N Passenger, or for 
loss of, damage to or destruction of the property of any such 
passenger, regardless of where the incident giving rise to 
the claim occurs. 


(b) NUJTRO Passengers NUTRO shall defend, indemnify, 
and save harmless MN and MTA from Liability Costs for injury 
or death of any reven ue or non -revenue NJTRO Passenger, or 
for loss, damage to, or destruction of such a passenger's 
property, regardless of where the incident giving rise to the 
claim occurs. For the purposes of this section, a "NJTRO 
passenger" shall include M -N employees who are also NUTRO 
revenue passengers as defined in Section 9.02(a). 


9.04 Third Party Liability 


Liability Costs within the scope of this Section shall be 
those incurred with respect to persons ("Third Parties") 
other than the employees identified in Sec tion 9.02 or the 
passengers identified in Section 9.03. 


(a) With respect to personal injury to or death of any 
Third Party, or for loss of, damage to, or destruction of the 
property of any Third Party arising out of the revenue and 
non-revenue operation of (i) all M-N Service west of Suffern 
Station; and {ii} M -N or NYS Express Trains, M -N shall 
defend, indemnify and save harmless NJTRO, NJT and their 
employees from Liability Costs which would not have been 
incurred were it not for the existence of such peration. 


(b) With respect to personal injury to or death of any 
Third Party, or for loss of, damage to, destruction of the 
property of any Third Party arising out of the revenue and 
non-revenue operation of all Common Trains on the Main 
Line/Bergen County Line between Suffern Station and Hoboken 


and on the Pascack Valley Line, NITRO shall defend, indemnify 
and save harmless M-N and its employees from such Liability 
Costs, M-N's share of such Liability Costs having been 
included in the Base Cost. NYS Exp ress Trains stopping at 
the Ramsey Route 17 station as provided in Section 3.07 shall 
be deemed Common Trains for the purposes of this subsection 
(b). 


9.05 Risk of Loss - Equipment or Facility 


(a) With respect to the loss of or damage to, or 
destruction of NJTRO or M -N equipment or facilities arising 
directly out of revenue and non -revenue operation under 
operational timetables of all trains in M -N Service west of 
Suffern Station, M-N shall have the risk of loss for, damage 
to, or destruction of all M-N equipment and facilities, and 
shall reimburse NJTRO for all damage to or destruction to 
NUTRO equipment and facilities. 


(b) For equipment or facility loss or damage arisina 
directly out of revenue and non ~revenue operation under 
operational timetables of all trains in M -N Service on the 
Main Line/Bergen County Line between Suffern Station and 
Hoboken and between Hoboken and all stations on the Pascack 
Valley Line, each party shall have risk of loss for, damage 
to, or destruction of the equipment and fac ilities in their 
ownership. 


(c) For any loss of, or damage to, or destruction of 
any M-N equipment while at terminals, yards or repair or 
service locations, M-N shall have the risk of loss and shall 
defend, indemnify and save harmless NJTRO from claims o £ 
third parties that may have an interest in such equipment. 


(d) In the event that NITRO shall utilize MN equipment 
in other than M-N Service, NITRO shall have the risk of loss, 
and shail defend, indemnify, and save harmless M -N and MTA 
from claims of third parties that may have an interest in the 
equipment. 


(e) The extent of liability under this Section 9.05 for 
property damage shall be for uninsured amounts. In the event 
no insurance coverage is in force or the loss is within the 
uninsured deductible amount, the extent of liability shall be 
the then current market value of the equipment and 
facilities. If part of the loss is insured, the insurance

carrier's determination of value shall control liability 
under this Section, which shall be limited to the uninsured 
amount. Losses shall be adjusted with the Party whose 
property is damaged. 


6.06 Insurance 


NITRO shall use its best efforts to maintain at least the 
level of liability and equipment insurance in effect on the 
effective date of this Agreem ent, and will include M -N and 
MTA as an additional named insured. M -N and MTA shall be 
included as named insureds on NUTRO policy or policies. 


Article xX 


Dispute Resolution 


10.01 Dispute Resolution Committee 


Before any dispute or controversy conc erning the 
interpretation or application of this Agreement is submitted 
to arbitration, as hereinafter provided, every effort will be 
made by the parties to resolve said dispute or controversy by 
agreement. To facilitate resolution of disputes and 
controversies, the parties agree to establish a committee 
consisting of two members to be appointed by Metro-North and 
two members to be appointed by NUTRO. The said committee 
will be convened as expeditiously as possible at the request 
of either party to consid@r resolution of any such dispute or 
controversy . 


10.02 Arbitration 


In the event the committee established pursuant to Section 
10.01 hereof is unable to resolve any dispute or controversy 
within ninety (90) calendar days of submittal to the 
committee, it shall be resolved by binding arbitration. 
Within 30 calendar days following expiration of such ninety 
(90) day period, each Party shall notify the other Party 
designating an arbitrator; any such notice shall include a 
detailed statement of the subject matter of the arbitration. 
If either Party fails to designate an arbitrator within such 


30-day period (as the same may be extended by agreement of 
the Parties), the Party having designated an arbitrator may 
by written notice to the other Party advise such Party that 
unless such Party designates its arbitrator no later than 15 
calendar days following receipt of such notice, the 
arbitrator designated by the one Party shall act on behalf of 
both Parties. Within thirty (30) days, the two arbitrators 
or arbitrator (as the case may be) designated as aforesaid 
shall appoint another arbitrator to serve as chairman. 
Absent an appointment in the prescribed time period, the 
Parties agree to have the American Arbitration Association 
appoint the chairman. The arbitrat ors shall promptly hear 
and decide the issues submitted to them, giving each party 
reasonable notice of the time and place of the hearing. The 
arbitrators, or a majority of them, shall promptly render 
their decision and award in writing to the Parties wit hin 
ninety (90} days of the hearing. Any arbitration award 
rendered hereunder shall be final and binding upon the 
Parties. Each Party shall bear its own costs and expenses of 
arbitration, including the cost and any expenses of the 
arbitrator designated by it. The fees of the chairman and 
any other remaining expenses of the arbitration shall be 
borne equally by the Parties. 


Article XI 


Miscellaneous 


11.01 Violation of Labor Agreements 


Nothing contained in this Agreement shall require NJTRO to 
perform any service or take any action which would violate 
any term or condition of any then current labor agreement 
with NITRO employees or applicable to NJTRO by reason of 
operation of law or otherwise. NUJTRO shall not be in breach 
of this Aqreement or any covenant or obligation contained 
herein by reason of its failure to take any act or perform 
any service which if taken or performed would violate the 
terms of such labor agreement. Any such failure to act or 
perform which frustrates a substantial purpose of this 
Agreement shail give M -N the right to terminate this 
Agreement upon written notice to NUTRO. NJTRO represents 
that no such labor agreement in effect as of July 1, 2005 
would preclude NUTRO from performing any such service or 
taking any such actior. 


11.02 Non-Operation of MN Service 


(a) In the event of strikes, job actions, or other 
incidents which result in an interruption in service, M -N's 
Monthly Service Payment as provided by Section 7,03 will be 
adjusted as follows: 


-In the event of ron-operation of MN Service for an 
initial service interruption period of five (5} or 
fewer consecutive days, no adjustment of said 
payments will be made. After the initial five (5) 
consecutive day period, and so long as the service 
interruption shall exist, said payments shall be at 
the rate of $55,000 FY 2006 dollars (adjusted to 
account for changes in the AAR Index and service 
changes as provided in Section 7.02) for each 
calendar day of nonoperation. 


(b) NJTRO will retain all revenues during this period, 
less any refunds or adjustments to M -N passengers in 
accordance with MN tariffs and policy. The adjusted revenue 
amount will be credited to MN if retained by NJTRO. 


(c) There will be no other adjustments under this 
section of amounts payable byM-N. 


11.03 Availability of Funds 


Pursuant to N.d.S.A. 27:25-17, all expenses incurred by NJTRO 
shall be payable from funds available to NJTRO therefor and 
no liability or obligation shall be incurred by it beyond the 
extent to which monies are available. Furthermore, no debt 
or liability of NJTRO shall be deemed or construed to create 
or constitute a debt, liability, or a loan or pledge of the 
credit of the State of New Jersey. in accordance with 
N.3.9.A. 27:25-17, all obligations of NJTRO establish ed by 
thie Agreement which require expenditure of funds are subject 
to the availability of funds; provided, however, that in the 
event NITRO funds are not available to fund an obligation 
arising under a section of this Agreement, it may be relieved 
at its discretion of any contractual obligation which would 
have arisen under that section. Should NJTRO be so relieved 
of any such obligation, Metro -North may elect to terminate 
this Agreement on not less than 60 -days written notice to 
NJTRO. 
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11.04 Entire Agreement 


This Agreement constitutes the entire agreement between the 
Parties as to the scope and subject matter. All prior 
discussions and understandings concerning such scope and 
subject matter are superseded by this Agreement, except as 
expressly provided in Section 2.01. 


11.05 Successors and Assigns 


This Agreement shall inure to the benefit of and be binding 
upon successors and assigns of the Parties hereto except that 
subject to the provisions of Section 2.02(b) hereof, neither 
party hereto shall assign or transfer this Agreement or any 
of its rights hereunder to any governmental entity, person, 
firm, or corporation without obtaining the prior written 
consent of the other party to this Agreement. 


11.06 Force Majeure 


NJTRO will be excused from any obligation under this 
Agreement to provide M -N Service where non -performance is 
occasioned by any event beyond its control. NJTRO's 
performance shall be excused only so long as and to the 
extent that any such event shall prevent performance, subject 
to M etro-North's rights of termination as provided in 
Sections 17.01" and 11703. 


11.07 Notification 


Any request, demand, authorization, direction, notice, 
consent, waiver or other documents provided or permitted by 
this Agreement to be made upon, given or f urnished to, or 
filed with one party by the other party shall be in writing 
and shall be delivered by hand or overnight express mail 
service or by deposit in the mails of the United States, 
postage paid, in a envelope addressed as follows:

This letter will confirm the agreement we have reached on the continued dispatching of 
train service on the Port Jervis Line between Port Jervis, New York and Suffern, New 
York, by NJ Transit, effective as of April 1, 2003. 


NJ Transit has provided this service, you advised, pursuant to Section 3.02(e) of the 
Trackage Rights Agreement between NJ Transit Corporation and Conrail, dated October 
1, 1984, as amended. Metro-North leased the Line from Pennsylvania Lines LLC and 
Norfolk Southern Railway Company, successors-in-interest to Conrail, effective 
February 28, 2003, and assumed responsibility for maintenance of the Line as of April 1, 
2003. Under that lease and operating agreement, Metro-North or its designee is 
responsible for dispatching the Line. With that change, it was appropriate for us to 
modify the Service Agreement between Metro-North and NJ Transit, dated October 6, 
1997, to provide for NJ Transit’s dispatching services effective April 1, 2003. 


NJ Transit shall provide dispatching services between Suffern, NY and Port Jervis, NY 
until such time as passenger service over the Line is terminated or Metro-North elects, 
upon not less than 60 days notice to NJ Transit, to assume responsibility for dispatching 
train service between those points on the Line. Upon such election by Metro-North, if the 
CTE dispatching equipment related to the territory can be readily segregated, NJ Transit 
shall offer it for sale to Metro-North at the then fair market value of the equipment.

2 Remove all graffiti on the interior of the car, if possible, and report any left to Hoboken. 


8. Mop floor. 
2. Foremen should keep a record of all cars cleaned. 
10. Re-supply toilet compartment. 


11. | Report any indication of rodents and/or bugs to immediate supervisor for corrective action. 


Exhibit 2C 
K-Cleaning Standards 


A. Graffiti Removal 


The following procedures must be used to remove graffiti from the interior and exterior surfaces of Arrow 
and Comet equipment: 


1. Spray approved graffiti remover onto the affected surface and scrub the surface using a nylon pad or 
clean dry cloth until the graffiti is removed. 


2. Contact your immediate Supervisor if the finish comes off of vinyl seat cushions when using graffiti 
remover, so the affected seat cushion(s) can be replaced. 


B. Bathrooms 
Bathrooms must be cleaned as follows: 


1. Clean the ceiling in bathrooms using a clean cloth or sponge and a mixture of 10 parts water to 1 part 
mild alkaline detergent. Remove residue using a cloth which has been dampened with water. Wipe dry 
using a clean dry cloth. 


2. Wash the walls, doors, and heater guards using a clean cloth or sponge and a mixture of 10 parts water 
to 1 part mild alkaline detergent. Remove residue using a cloth which has been dampened with water. 
Wipe dry using a clean cloth. Apply stainless steel polish to a clean cloth and wipe down heater guards. 
Remove excessive polish using clean dry cloth. 


3. Wash the toilet bowl exterior, toilet seat, and seat cover using a clean cloth or sponge and mixture of 10 
parts water to 1 part mild alkaline detergent. Care should be taken not to get any cleaners into the toilet 
bowl. Remove residue using a cloth which has been dampened with water. Apply stainless steel polish to 
clean cloth and wipe stainless steel areas. Remove excessive polish using a clean, dry cloth. 


4. Wash the basin using a clean cloth or sponge and a mixture of 10 parts water to 1 part mild alkaline 


detergent. Remove residue using a cloth which has been dampened with water. Apply stainless steel 


polish to clean cloth and wipe all areas of basin with polish. Remove excessive polish using a clean dry 
cloth. 


5. Clean all trim using a clean dry cloth and stainless steel cleaner polish. Remove excessive polish using 
a dry cloth. 


6. Clean interior of toilet bowl using a toilet brush and then flush the toilet. DO NOT USE ANY 
CHEMICALS. 


7. Clean the mirror using a clean dry cloth and approved glass cleaner. 


8. Clean the inside and outside of light lenses using approved glass cleaner. Reinstall light lenses. 


9. Make sure the toilet paper holder is full and there is an extra roll on the shelf above the sink in the 
bathroom. 


10. Wash the bathroom floor using a mixture of 10 parts water to 1 part acid, using scrub brushes on floor. 
Rinse the floor using a clean mop and fresh water. 


11. Install a new BAD air sponge in bathroom to eliminate bad odors. 


12. Clean the area around the toilet bow] base using a clean dry cloth and a mixture of 10 paris water to | 
part acid. Remove residue using a cloth which has been dampened with water. 


13. Clean the electric hand dryer using a damp cloth and then wipe it down using a clean dry cloth. Apply 
stainless steel polish to a clean dry cloth and polish hand dryer. Remove excessive polish using a clean 
dry cloth. 

C. Exterior 


Exteriors must be cleaned as follows: 


i. Wash the front of the car using a mixture of 5 parts water to 1 part acid. Using a soft brush, scrub the 
front of car using the same mixture. Then rinse off acid residue using fresh water. 


2. Wash all exterior steps using a scrub brush and a mixture of 5 parts water to 1 part acid. Then rinse off 
acid residue using fresh water. 


3. Wash all door jambs and grab handles at 6 locations using a brush and a mixture of 5 parts water to 1 
part acid. Then rinse off acid residue using fresh water. 


4. Wash all exterior windows using approved window cleaner and a clean cotton cloth. 

D. Interiors 

Interiors must be cleaned as follows: 

1. Blow dirt and debris from between seats and wainscoting throughout the vehicle using low pressure air. 
If no low pressure is available, remove debris with a stiff wire, pulling debris from between seats and 
wainscoting. 

2. Wash low ceiling area using a clean cloth and a mixture of 10 parts water to 1 part mild alkaline 
detergent. Remove residue using a cloth which has been dampened with water. Wipe dry using a clean, 
dry, cloth. 

3. Wash the wall strip behind baggage rack using a clean cloth and a mixture of 10 parts water to | part 


mild alkaline detergent. Remove any residue using a clean dry cloth which has been dampened with 
water. Wipe dry using a clean dry cloth. Apply stainless steel polish to a clean cloth and wipe the wall 


strip with polish. If the wall strip is oily in appearance after applying polish, remove excessive polish 
using a clean dry cloth. 


4. Wash baggage rack using a mixture of 10 parts water to | part mild alkaline detergent. Apply the 
solution with a cloth or sponge. Remove residue using a cloth which has been dampened with water. 
Wipe dry using a clean, dry cloth. 


5. Wash window mask area completely using a mixture of 10 parts water to 1 part mild alkaline detergent. 
Apply using a sprayer. Remove residue using a cloth which has been dampened with water. Wipe dry 
using a clean dry cloth. 


6. Wash wainscoting, the wood grained area, using a mixture of 10 parts water to 1 part mild alkaline 
detergent. Apply using a sprayer. Remove residue using a cloth which has been dampened with water. 
Wipe dry using a clean dry cloth. 


7. Wash the top and the front of the stainless steel heater guards using a mixture of 10 parts water to | part 
mild alkaline detergent. Remove residue using a cloth which has been dampened with water. Wipe dry 
using a clean dry cloth. Apply stainless steel polish to a cloth and wipe all stainless steel areas on heater 
guards. Remove excess polish using a clean dry cloth. Heater guards should not be oily to the touch or 
have any oily appearance. 


8. Wash all the walls in the center door areas using a mixture of 10 parts water to | part mild alkaline 
detergent. Apply the solution with a damp cloth or sponge. Remove residue using a cloth which has been 
dampened with water. Wipe dry using a clean, dry cloth. 


9. Clean side door access panels, inside and outside of all door panels using a mixture of 10 parts water to 
1 part mild alkaline detergent. Apply the solution with a damp cloth or sponge being careful not to get 
water on any electronic equipment. Remove residue using a cloth which has been dampened with water. 
Wipe dry using a clean, dry cloth. 


10. Wash all vinyl seat areas using a mixture of 5 parts water to | part mild alkaline detergent. Apply 
solution to seats using a spray applicator and let solution remain on the seats for approximately 2 minutes. 
Scrub seat areas with a scotch pad to remove dirt and grime from the grained surface of the vinyl. 
Remove residue using a cloth which has been dampened with water. Wipe dry using a clean, dry cloth. 


11. Remove dirt from seat pedestals using a sponge or damp cloth and a mixture of 10 parts water to | 
part mild alkaline detergent. Remove residue using a cloth which has been dampened with water. Wipe 
dry using a clean, dry cloth, 


12. Remove dirt from center doors using a mixture of 10 parts water to | part mild alkaline detergent. 
Apply solution with a damp cloth or sponge. Remove residue using a cloth which has been dampened 
with water. Wipe dry using a clean dry cloth. Apply staimless steel polish to clean cloth and wipe 
stainless steel area. Remove oily film using dry cloth. 


13. Clean all interior windows using an approved window cleaner and a clean cotton cloth. 


14. Remove all gum and tar from floor area using a Scraper or gum remover. 


15. Remove all dirt on the floor around pedestals and around heater guards using a mixture of 3 parts 
water to 1 part mild alkaline detergent. Apply solution early and let sit on floors for at least 1 “4 hours. 
Using a scrub brush, scrub floor to remove grime from around seat pedestals and heater guards. Rinse 
floor using fresh water and a clean mop. | 


16. Clean trash from under all bulkhead seats by lifting cushions out and vacuuming area. If the floor is 
wet in this area, allow it to dry before replacing the seat cushions. 


EK. Vestibules 
Vestibules must be cleaned as follows: 


1. Wash the ceiling in vestibule area using a mixture of 10 parts water to 1 part acid solution. Rinse 
ceiling using clean water. Be careful not to get water on the door control panel or other electrical 
equipment. Apply stainless steel polish to clean cloth and wipe ceiling. Remove oily film using dry cloth. 


2. Drop vestibule ceiling lenses and clean inside and outside of lenses using approved glass cleaner. 
Reinstall] light lenses. 


3. Wash walls in vestibule area using stainless steel polish. Remove excessive film using a dry cloth. 
4. Wash interior doors using stainless steel polish. Remove excessive film using a dry cloth. 


5. Wash diamond plate floor in vestibule area using a mixture of 5 parts water to 1 part acid solution, 
using a stiff deck brush to remove all dirt. Rinse diamond plating thoroughly using water to remove acid 
and acid residue. 


6. Wash sides and steps of vestibules using a mixture of 5 parts water to part 1 acid solution. Apply 
mixture to steps and using a soft brush, clean in all corners of steps. Rinse thoroughly using water to 
remove acid residue. 


7. Wash complete trap doors using a mixture of 5 parts water to 1 part acid solution. Scrub with soft 
brushes. Rinse thoroughly using water to remove acid residue. 


8. Pull engineer’s seat out and clean behind the seat, removing sand and trash. Clean engineer's seat with 
a mixture of 10 parts water to 1 part mild alkaline detergent. Remove residue using a cloth which has 
been dampened with water. Wipe the seat dry and apply vinyl guard to seat. Carefully place the seat back 
into its storage compartment, being careful to avoid pinch points. 


9. Clean interior and exterior of all windows in cab area using an approved window cleaner and a clean 
cotton cloth.

MN and NJT agree to price all service adjustments to the base cost using only incremental costs. 
Incremental costs are defined as and consist of the following elements: 


= Crew costs including direct straight-time and overtime payroll costs and related fringes 
for the service adjustments Current year fringe rates will be used in the fringe 


computation. 


» Propulsion costs including the fuel usage of the locomotive. Gallons of fuel consumed 
by the service adjustment will be assigned on the basis of four gallons per train mile. 


« Car Maintenance costs including the incremental M of E expenses associated with the 
additional car and locomotive miles. Incremental cost values for FY 2004 and 2005 are 
shown on Table 4.0.. 


Any other incremental costs identified by NJT are subject to the agreement of both NJT and MN 
and can be considered on a case-by-case basis. 


The incremental costs of the service adjustments will be inflated based on fuel costs and all other 
costs. The service adjustments will continue to be identified separately from the base so that all 
service adjustments can be clearly identified by MN and NJT. All service changes that are not 
part of the 2006 Base will be incorporated into the new base in the next Agreement. 


Additions and deletions of service will be costed as indicated below: 


1. Additions of Service:

RE: Letter Agreement Covering Use of Surplus MN Comet V Equipment 
Dear Mr. MacLagger: 


This letter memorializes the understandings arrived at in a conference call on Tuesday, 
January 19, regarding the deployment of Metro-North (MNR) owned Comet V cars, the 
subject of my correspondence to Howard Permut on November 6, 2009 and your reply 
of December 4. 


Pursuant to Section 5.02 and Exhibits 7 and 8 of the Agreement for Operation by NJ 
TRANSIT Rail Operations, Inc., of Certain Rail Passenger Service on the Port Jervis 
and Pascack Valley Lines for METRO-NORTH COMMUTER RAILROAD COMPANY 
(hereinafter the “Service Agreement’), the parties agree that the number of Comet V 
cars required to be provided by Metro North in support of the service is 53, which 
number shall be adjusted prospectively as set forth in the Service Agreement. NJ 
TRANSIT and MNR agree that NJ TRANSIT's system fleet requirements no longer 
include the 12 Metro North-owned Comet V cars in excess of the 53 required (“Surplus 
Cars”). NJ TRANSIT has offered these cars back to Metro North for alternative uses, 
and it is Metro-North’s preference that in lieu of returning the surplus cars to Metro 
North, they should continue to be used in Port Jervis and Pascack Valley Line service at 
no rental charge to NJ TRANSIT, notwithstanding the compensation language set forth 
in Section 5.02 (a) of the Service Agreement. 


Accordingly, NJ TRANSIT shail assign at least 46 Metro-North cars in weekday Port 
Jervis and Pascack Valley Line service, deploying any additional available Metro North 
owned Comet V cars as directed by Article 5.02 (b) of the Service Agreement. Should 
either party wish to change this agreed-upon utilization of the surplus cars, it shall 
provide the other party 90 days notice of its intent to have some or all of the surplus 
cars returned to Metro-North at a mutually agreed-upon location.

This is to advise Metro-North that NJ TRANSIT is planning to open the new Ramsey Rt.17 
Station on the Main Line/Bergen County Line effective August 23, 2004. | 


In accordance with Section 3.07 of the NJ TRANSIT/Metro-North Services Agreement dated 
July 1, 1996, as amended, with respect to the train stops at this new station, NJ TRANSIT is 
proposing that certain weekday peak, weekday off-peak and weekend New York State Express 
and common trains stop at this new station, as detailed in Attachment 1. 


Consistent with the terms of the above Agreement with respect to these train stops, 

NJ TRANSIT agrees to credit Metro-North annually a total of $618,496 per year in FYO5 dollars 
with the actual credit for fiscal year ending June 30, 2005 being $535,237 (Attachment 2). These 
unit costs will be adjusted annually at the beginning of each NJ TRANSIT fiscal year (July 1) as 
provided in Section 7.01 of the NJT-MNR Operating Agreement, as amended.
